a moTiolithic body having a first surface, a second surface opposite the first surface, first 
and second opposite ends, and first and second opposite edges; 

at least a portion of one of the first and second surfaces being roughened to form an 
abrading surface, the abrading surface is defined by random peaks and valleys; and 

the body, the first and second surfaces, the first and second ends, the first and second 
edges, and the abrading surface are int e grally formed of a single monolithic material thai is non- 
corrosive and moisture impervious. 

12. (Previously Presented) The nait file of claim 11, wherein the abrading surface has a 
roughness between about 10 jim to about lOO^im, 

13. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 1 , wherein the material is glass. 

1 4. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 3 , wherein the glass is hardened. 

1 5. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 13, wherein the glass is transparent. 
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16. (Previously Presented) The naU file of claim 1 1. wherein at least one of the ends tapers 
to a point. 

1 7. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 6, wherein the end opposite the tapered 
end is rounded. 

18. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 1, wherein at least a portion of each of the 
first and second sides includes an abrading surface. 

19. (Cunently Amended) A liail file device comprising: 

a monolithic body having a first surface, a second siaface opposite the first surface, first 
and second opposite ends, and first and second opposite edges; 

at least a majority of the first surface is roughened, the roughened portion of the first 
surfece extends from the first end toward the second end and extends from the first edge to the 
second edge, and the roughened portion of the first surface is defined by random peaks and 
valleys; 

the body, the first and second surfaces, the first and second ends, the first and second 
edges, and the rou^ened portion of the first surface are integrally formed of a single monolithic 
material, and the material is non-coirosive and moismre impervious. 

20. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 9, wherein the roughened portion has a 
roughness between about 10 ^un to about 100|.im. 

21 . (Previously Presented) Tlie nail file of claim 19, wherein the material is glass. 
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22. (Previously Presented) The nail fUe of claim 21 , wherein the glass is hardened. 

23. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 21, wherein the glass is transparent. 

24. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 9. wherein at least one of the ends tapers 
to a point. 

25. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 24. wherein the end opposite the tapered 
end is rounded. 

26. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 19, wherein at least a majority of each of 
the fiist and second sides are roughened. 

27. (Currently Amended) A nail file comprising: 

a monolithic body having a first surfece. a second surface opposite the first surface, firs 
and second opposite ends, and first and second opposite edges; 

at least a majority of the first surface is roughened, the roughened portion of the first 
surface extends from the first end toward the second end and extends from the first edge to the 
second edge, and the roughened portion of the first surface is defined by random peaks and 
valleys; 

the body, the first and second surfaces, the first and second ends, die first and second 
edges, and the roughened portion of the first surface are fonned of amonolit^uc glass dement . 

28. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27, wherein the roughened portion has a 
roughness between about 10 jwn to aboxit 100|im. 
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29. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27, wherein the glass is hardened. 

30. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27, wherein the glass is transparent. 

31. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27. wherein at least one of the ends tapers 
to a point. 

32. (Previously Presented) The nail fUe of claim 31, wherein the end opposite the tapered 
end is rounded. 

33. Previously Presented) Thenailfileofclaim27, whereinatleastamajorityofeachof the 
first and second sides are roughened. 
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
